The Teutonic campaign 
against 
Rumania is deveioping rapidly with 
a converging ¿»rive on 
Bucharest 
from three directions in progress. 
The immediate threat to the capital 
seems to be greatest on the south- 
west where the invaders have ap- 
proached to within fifty miles, after 
Field Marshal von Mackensen had 
forced the passage of the Danube at 
two points and effected a junction 
with the at-mies of General von Fal- 
kenhayn, which are pressing rapidly 
eastward after having broken the 
Rumanian resistance on the lower 
Alt. 


The rapid Teutonic advance south- 
east of Craiova turned the flank of 
the Alt position as did the Danube 
crossings. The factors together with 
the continued pressure on the north- 
ern end of the line also the theoret- 
ically outflanked have now resulted 
in the Rumanian abandonment of 
the Alt line. 
Bucharest announces 
this today, reporting also a Ruman- 
ian retirement a little to the east of 
the Toipolog river, a tributary of tho 
Alt on th© east. 
This retreat ap- 
parently places the important town 
of Rimnik, on the railroad from Cra- 
iova to Hermannstadt, in General 
von Falkenhayn's hands. 


Fighting on th© Macedonian front 
has been less general on account of 
the bad weather but the continued 
advance of the Italians who are 
driving northwestward of Monastir 
is reported by Paris. Sofia declares 
the Italians were repulsed in this 
region. A Bulgarian counter attack 
northeast of Monastir in th© Cerna 
river region was repulsed, according 
to the French war office. 


Seemingly there is no disposition 
on the part of either th© British or 
the French to attack in force in the 
Somme region just at present.

tremely bad weather has been re- 
ported as prevailing on this front 
and such attacks as Berlin has re- 
corded apparently have been local

Approve Action by N. Y. 
Housewives to Defeat 
Speculators. 


MOVEMENT TAKES 
HOLD EVERYWHERE 


Widespread Effort to ^Com- 
bat High Prices for 
Foodstuffs. 


. New York, Nov. 27.—Co-operative ac- 
tion by American housewives to combat 
food speculators in an effort to reduce 
the prices of the necessaries of life wa:. 
indicated in the household embargo in 
eggs inaugurated today. 
The govern- 
ment has the endorsement of the Na^ 
tional Housewives League and of John 
J. Dillon, commissioner of foods and 
markets, and Joseph Hartigan, commis- 
sioner of weights. 


Wholesale and retail dealers also have 
given the proposal their approval as the 
only practical method of defeating the 
speculators. 
This embargo is said to 
be the first of its kind which has ha<l 
the support of dealers. 
In fact, it is 
stated that it was suggested by a repre- 
sentative of one of the largest grocery 
Srms in the city. 
A meeting of the 
presidents of the retail grocers associa- 
tion has been called for next Wednesday 
to Avork out a plan of co-operation be- 
tween the public and retail dealers lo 
strike at speculators in eggs and lator 
to attack speculation 
in other food- 
Btuffs. 


Reports from other cities indicate the 
move 18 already widespread. In Boston 
the Typographical union has adopted 
resolutions urging its members to refuse 
to buy Thanksgiving turkeys at any 
price and to use as little butter and 
eggs as p0E|ible. 


Representatives from several social- 
istic organizations and consumers an- 
nounced plans for a "famine" parade. 
According to the announcement 100,000 
men and women have pledged them- 
selves to advance upon the city hall on 
Dec. 9 and demand that the mayor do 
all in his power to "give them the right 
to continue in existence."

be given in the public and industrial 
schools to hiring the graduates of these 
courses. 


"This agreement," said Mr. Winslow, 
"makes the employes and employers re- 
sponsible directly for^ the education giv- 
en by providing that their approval la 
necessaiy to the pupils' remaining in the 
courses after a certain prescribed pro- 
bation term and to the granting of di- 
plomas. 
Their word is made necessary 
in fixing the entrance requirements to 
the courses of study, the methods of in- 
structicm and the testing of the pupils. 


"The new courses which are being 
considered for establishment in the high 
schools to be governed by this trade 
agreement are salesmanship, machine- 
shop work, machine operation, carpen- 
try, cabinet-making, other woodworking 
courses, electrical work, printing, brick- 
laying, and auto garage work. 


"Foreign manufacturers at 
present 
have an advantage on account of the 
same kind of industrial training that is 
being planned for Indianapolis and Ev- 
ansville. 
The committee in charge of 
tlie survey has prepared a list of ques- 
tions which employers will be requested 
to answer, relating to the number of 
their employes who' might be benefited 
by industrial schooling. 


"Domestic manufacturers at this time 
are keenly interested in new supplies of 
labor, especially skilled labor, and, there- 
fore, look to the vocational public schools 
to fiirnish this new supply. 
They have 
to meet foreign competition in which 
skilled labor plays a conspicuous part and 
at Evansville and Indianapolis during 
the past three months merely have taken 
a page out of the book of foreign trade 
secrets. At both Evansville and Indian- 
apolis their participation in 'the move- 
ment to establish occupational education 
during the past three months compares 
favorably with what has been accom- 
plished in Germany during the past 
twenty years."

The warship, stationed fifteen miles 
southeast of Sandy Hook, cautioned all 
steamships flying the flags of the en- 
tente allies to be wary of hostile sub- 
sea boats on this side of the Atlantic.

"German submarines may be met any- 
where in the Atlantic, especially west 
Qf 60 degrees ^vest.

Much Uneasiness Noted. 


Not since the U-53 entered Newport 
harbor and sank several British mer- 
chant vessels has there been so much 
uneasiness in marine quarters. 
It is 
believed that the merchant vessels of 
the allies now loading in this port will 
not ventiu-e out imtil the British gov- 
ernment gives assurances that the seas 
are clear and tlie danger remote. 


Among the steamships belonging to 
the allied countries due to arrive this 
weelç are the Cunard line steamers La- 
conia and Pannonia, with 
passengers 
from Liverpool and London, respective- 
ly; the Anchor liner Tuscania from 
Glasgow, the "White Star liner Lapland 
from Liverpool, and the Duca d'Osta 
from Genoa. 


The freighters due Include the Celtic 
and Bovlc of the White Star^ line. 


Almost a score of French and British 
merchantmen have sailed

port within the last two days, and all 
of these vessels are within the zone 
which is supposed to be most danger- 
ous. A number of large steamers also 
are approaching Boston and Philadel- 
phia. 


No U-Boats Sighted. 


Six steamships arriving here today 
from European and West Indies ports 
reported they caught wireless warnings 
yesterday to keep a watch for bellig- 
erent 
submarines, 
but all 
brought 
word that no craft of that type had 
been- observed. 
The incoming vessels 
took such precautions as shrouding the 
lights during darkness and having the 
life boats swung out. The arrivals to- 
day Included the American liner I^p- 
land fro^, Liverpool, the'Italian ships 


Frederik VIII from Scandinavian ports, 
the Brazos from Porto Rico, and the 
Bermudian from Bermuda. The Fred- 
erik VIU put in at Kirkwall, Scotland, 
where the British authorities removed 
the mails. 
She brought here Roald 
Amundsen, explorer of South Polar 
regions who said he came on a private 
mission; Lieutenant Asger Eranjan, of 
the Danish army, who plans to pur- 
chase American airplanes, and Manuel 
Calderón, Cuban minister to Norway.

The men will stay out until the present 
conditions are remedied. 


"Futherniore, we are in favor of hav- 
ing those men who are now employed 
by the companies who are unfair to la- 
tor union'men, join the unions, provided 
the employer will accept them after 
they take this step.','

f&ylibe voluminous discussion n o w in progress r e g a r d i n g railroad 
^ ^ r ^ t r a n s p o r t a t i o n facilities, railway wages a n d ear shortages, Mr. 
14» 
iShom, chief counsel f o r the railroad executive advisory commit- 
tee, haa oontributed an i m p o r t a n t statement in which he argues f o r 
federal control of railroad questions r a t h e r t h a n t h e present system 
of Stat© commission rule. Mr. Thom is no doubt speaking w i t h author- 
ity from the railroads. 
H e is setting u p the r a i l w a y side of the case, 
a n d as t h e spokesman f o r the 
transportation 
interests 
his 
words 
n a t u r a l l y are of much importance in the present situation. 


Mr. Thom argues t h a t it will be u t t e r l y impossible f o r the rail- 
roads to provide adequate transportation facilities f o r the c o u n t r y so 
long as t h e y are hampered b y v a r y i n g regulations which change with 
the crossing of state boundaries. 
H e would have all state regulative 
commissions abolished a n d the entire proposition t u r n e d over to t h e 
federal government, with enlarged powers given the interstate com- 
merce commission to enable it to deal w i t h contingencies as t h e y m a y 
arise. 


It is easy to see t h a t the railroads have in some instances suffered 
by the imposition of state regulations t h a t in some cases have been 
inspired not so much f r o m a sense of actual justice as in a spirit of 
revenge f o r real or fancied grievances which have arisen between the 
railroads and the state authorities. State commissions are b u t h u m a n . 
They m a y have been u n d u l y harsh a n d vindictive j u s t as the tactics 
of the rail m a n a g e r s have occasionally aroused indignation a n d re- 
sentment on the p a r t of the public. 


Clearly the railroads would find it much easier a n d m u c h less 
complcx if regulatory directions were issued b y 
one federal 
b o d y 
r a t h e r t h a n by forty-eight state commissions a n d these supplemented 
b y those of the interstate commerce commission, b u t there is another 
side to the question. 
Unlike private enterprise, the public service cor- 
poration owes chief d u t y not to itself but to the public. 
I t is a crea- 
t u r e o£ laAV—and not of f e d e r a l law but of state law. 
I t s operations 
are closely related not so much to the nation's affairs as to those of 
the people in the various states which it serves. 
No possible f e d e r a l 
a r r a n g e m e n t can determine either so quickly or so accurately the con- 
ditions a n d the needs of individual sections as can the state commis- 
sions. 
The fact remains, too, t h a t practically every a d v a n t a g e yet 
gained f o r the people in railroad m a t t e r s has been the f r u i t of state 
legislation. 
P e r h a p s it m a y be possible to improve the calibre a n d 
m a k e more broad-minded the t r e a t m e n t of the railroads b y the state 
commissions, b u t we do no# believe the people will consent to their 
obliteration in f a v o r of the federal control proposed by Mr. Thom a n d 
liis associates. 


There is a disposition in some q u a r t e r s to r e g a r d as more or less 
of a joke the gastronomic experiment now in progress in Chicago in 
which half a score of men a n d women are seeking to demonstrate in a 
scientific w a y the fact t h a t it is possible n o t only to live, b u t to live 
well, on properly balanced rations a t a cost t h a t does not exceed f o r t y 
cents p e r d a y even at the present high prices of foodstuffs. 
Y e t in 
spite of the jokesters, the Chicago experiment will doubtless be of 
value to all who will t a k e serious heed to w h a t is there demonstrated. 
W e undoubtedly eat too m u c h a n d we u n d o u b t e d l y develop a taste f o r 
the expensive viands. 
More simplicity in this direction would vastly 
conserve our 
financial 
resources, but, w h a t is 
more 
important, 
it 
would improve health as well. 
You m a y jeer a n d jibe those Chicago 
experimenters as you will, b u t they are p e r f o r m i n g a real service f o r 
thosff willing to heed demonstration a n d admonition.

by Chairman Newlands with particular 
reference to federal incorporation. Rail- 
road managers of the country, he said, 
arfe virtually agreed, although there is 
some dissent that it is the beet 8oiutio>i 
for many of their problems. 
He had no 
doubt, jie said, of the 
constitutionality 
of a national incorporation 
whiih 


would be compulsory and not 
elective. 


"I have no doubt," he »aid, "that con- 
gress can pass a law forbidding a rail- 
road company 
to engage in 
interstate 
commerce unless it is licensea or char- 
tered by the federal government."'

That the anti-saloon forces are in ear- 
nest in their effort to make Indiana dry 
is very evident by the number of peti- 
tions that are being circulated in Fort, 
Wayne to be presented at the next ses- 
sion of the Indiana legislature.

the question, and in the conilng legisla-

with the free consideration of this ques- 
tion by party caucus or by party man- 
agers. 
The Anti-Saloon league will use 
its utmost efforts to the end that no po- 
litical party shall bear the blame or re- 
ceive the credit for anything that may 
be done or may not be done on the pro- 
hibition question.

During the presidential campaign of 
1908 she won fame as "the girl who 
broke up the Taft parade" in New York 
by standing in a window with a mega 
phone and shouting "Votes for woin 
en!" as the paraders passed. 
Many fell 
out of line and listened to a speech she 
delivered. , 


In July, 1913, she 
married 
Eugene 
Boissevain, 
a 
wealthy 
Hollander, 
to 
whom she was introduced by William 
Marconi, the inventor of wireless tele 
raphy. 


She returned to this country and con 
tinned her practice of law and suffrage 
activities. 
In 1915 she was denied per 
mission to make a suffrage speech at 
the 
fiftieth 
anniversary ceremonies of 
Vassar college. 
Later the same year 
she went to Italy as a war correspond 
ent and was forced to leave Italy by 
the authorities there 
because 
of 
her 
pacifist writings. 


In 1916 she went as a delegate on the 
Ford peace ship, but left the party at 
Stockholm because, as she 
said 
in a 
statement, "the undemocratic methods 
employed by the managers are repug 
nant to my principles." 


Mrs. Boissevain was 
bom 
in 
New 
York Aug. 6, 1886, receiving her early 
education in New 
York, London 
and 
Berlin. 
She was a member of the Polit- 
ical Equality league. Women's Political 
union. National Cliild Labor committee 
Woman's Social and Political Union of 
England, and the Fabian society, Eng- 
land. 


Mrs, 
Boissevain 
was 
stricken 
sud- 
denly while addressing an audience in 
this city during the recent political cam- 
paign and fainted on the platform of the 
meeting. 
She was removed to the hos- 
pital and her 
husband 
and 
parents 
rushed from New York to join her here. 
Miss Vida Milholland, her sister, was 
with her when she was stricken* and has 
been in constant attendance since that 
time.

Pennsy Calendar Pictures 
Danger of Trespassing 
on Railroads. 


As a part of a campaign to tcacn 
children 
t l i o dangers of taking 
"short 
cuts" 
over 
railroads, 
playing

tracks or using railroad riphts of way, 
bridges and trestles as highways, 
the 
Pennsylvania railroad system has issued 
an illuBtratod < alendar especially design- 
ed to appeal to young folks. 
The cal- 
endar is intended particularly for use in 
solioolroom.s and 
will be supplied 
for

cities, 
owns and. country districts served by

uest of Pittsburgh. 
A list of over 200 
=rbools on the western division has been 
f r\^arded to tho publicity

f the Pennsylvania and calendars will 
' •• sent to each school. 


A picture at the top of the calendar 
fhowfi a typical crowd of children, just 
Dut of school, hurrying across the tracks 
near the school yard. 
They are taking 
the "dangerous short cut," despite warn- 
ing signs. 
They could walk to a nearby 
bridge, MliicJi would mean safety, but 
that would require a few more steps. 
Dne boy is seen stumbling on the track 
In front of an approaching train. 
An- 
Dther is indulging in the dangerous sport 
Df "balancing on tho rails." Beneath the 
picture is this legend: 


"Every year more than 5,000 Amer- 
ican boys, girls and grown folks who 
take such risks as these throw 
their 
lives away. "Don't j'ou be one of them." 


On tJie first sheet of the calendar is 
printed this explanation of the purpose 
for which it is issued: 


"The Pennsylvania railroad system is 
doing all in its power to reduce the loss 
Df life which results from trespassing 
Dn railroad tracks; yet on its lines alone 
ihore is a man, woman, or child killed 
(\hile trespassing for nearly every day 
.if the year. 


"On the railroads of the United States 
3- a whole an average of fifteen people 
; ro killed each day while walking on 
the tracks, where they have no right to 
walk. 
This has been called the most 
needless waste of life in America. About 
an equal number of people are maimed 
daily from the same cause, many of 
them permanently. 


"A large proportion of the killed and 
Injured are children. 
The country can- 
not afford a loss of this sort." 


The calendar starts with November, 
to cover the remaining weeks of 1916, 
tind is complete for the year 1917. 
An 
pxtra sheet inserted before the opening 
Df the new year urges these resolutions: 
"I will do my part to end the dark 
record of railroad trespassing in 
this 
country. 


"I will avoid the danger of using rail- 
road tracks for highways and short cuts. 


"I will STOP. LOOK AKD LISTEN 
at railroad crossings. 


"I will endeavor to persuade others 
from recklessly inviting danger." 


Every month of the calendar tells a 
brief lesson of the dangers and extent 
of trespassing on railroads, and of the 
eilorts of the comjiany to end it. 
One 
shows that in a single 3'ear 3,627 people 
were sent to jail and 2,4 88 were fined 
for 
trespassing 
on 
the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad. 


Four important warnings are: 
".Don't steal rides, and don't jump on 
and otT trains while they are moving. 
Thousands of boys, and older people too, 
have been killed and maimed that way." 


"Never go imder or aroimd the safety 
gates at a railroad crossing when they 
are down. There is no way to save peo- 
ple who won't take warnings." 


"A short cut across tlie tracks may 
save you a hundred steps—and cost you 
a leg or an arm or your life. 
Don't 
take this chance." 


"Don't use railroad bridges and tres- 
tles for short cuts. 
You can never tell 
when a train may come, even if you 
think you know the regular ones."

B. C. Skinner, famlllary known as 
"Ben," one of the best known retired 
Pennsylvania engineers in the railroad 
circles of Fort Wayne, died Sunday 
afternoon at 3:45 o'clock at his home, 
2125 Hanna street. He retired from the 
employ of the railroad company three 
years ago, following a service to the 
company extending over a period of 
forty-three years. 
He was 72 years 
of age. 


Mr. Skinner entered the ser\'ice of 
the railroad compainy in 1863, becoming 
a brakeman on the road. At this stage 
in the development of the railroads of 
the countr>' air brakes were unheard of 
and hand brakes made the brakeman's 
job a very hazardous one, especially 
In the winter time. 


Six years later he became a fireman 
for the company with a run between 
Chicago and Fort Wayne. 
His first 
engineer was Owen Fellows, who has 
been deceased for many years. 
He re- 
ceived a promotion in 1873 and on July 
4 of that year he took his place at the 
throttle which position he held until 
retirement. 


For years he was in charge of the 
fastest and best trains on the road. On 
account of falling health his applica- 
tion for retirement was favorably acted 
upon In 1912. 


The deceased came to Fort Wayne 
Pa., but moved to Valparaiso with his 
parents when he was but nine years 
of age. 
His father was a carpenter 
and his son soon learned the trade.

Chicago 
when- the latter secured th'e contract 
for the erection of the stock yards at 
Fourteenth street. 


The deacesed came to Fort Wayne 
thirty-one years ago and had resided 
here ever since. 
He was a member of 
the A. O. U. W. and the Pennsylvania 
Veterans' association of the Western 
division.

CANNOT REGUIAÌE 


Government Rail Ownership 
Only Answer in View of 
Senator Clapp. 


(By Gilson Gardne>^.) 


Washington, Nov. 27.—That railway 
regulation by government 
commission 
will not regulate 
is 
the 
conclusion 
reached by Senator MosCs E. Clapp, aft- 
er years of effort in the interest of this 
kind of remedy for railroad evils. Gov- 
ernment ownership, he now believes, is 
the only answer. 


"It was twenty-six years ago," said 
the senator to me, "that I began the 
study, of this problem, and during these 
twenty-six years I have had a lot to do 
in one way and another with the mat- 
ter. 
Finally I have concluded that all 
attempts at regulation are futile and 
that the only possible answer is govern- 
ment ownership. 
The greater cannot be 
controlled by the lesser. 
No commis- 
sion is as strong as the concentrate-l 
power of the railroads. No matter how 
high-minded the commisisoners may be, 
ind I admit that they are generally a' 
very fine class of men, they are only 
human, and sooner or later the more 
powerful controls 
the 
less powerful. 
There is just one answer and that is the 
transfer of the ownership from private 
hands to representatives of the people." 


This sentiment Avas voiced also before 
the Newlands commission by Benjamin 
C. Marsh, executive secretary of the 
committee on real preparedness. 
Mr. 
Marsh quoted Professor Richard T. Ely, 
who, he said, stated thirty years ago: 
"The railways must become still more 
completely our masters or they must be 
reduced to complete subjection to us as 
their 
masters; 
there 
is 
no 
middle 
ground; we are dealing with the prob- 
lem of economic liberty." 


Speaking of the demands of the rail- 
road presidents for more credit and ca])- 
ital, Mr. Marsh replied, '•'The whole hi.^- 
tory of the railroads shows that they 
have been pampered outrageously 
by 
government. 
What they want is more 
of what they have always sought and 
have 
received 
in 
the 
past—a 
larjie 
enough subsidy out of the earnings of 
the workers of the country to enable 
them to get dividends 05, watered stock 
and on values they have not created. 
The railroads have been given federul 
and state grants of land amounting ap- 
proximately to 155,000,000 acres-one- 
twelfth of the continental land area of 
the United States, 
and 
about seven 
hundred million dollars cash subsidiéis, 
besides terminals, now enormously valu- 
able, either free or for a nominal sum. 
Not content with their present vastly 
inflated capitalization, the railroads ar<^ 
attempting to inject eight billion, six 
himdred million ' more of water. 
The 
Utilities Magazine for March, of 
the 
current year, reports that the railroarls 
have 
asked 
the 
interstate commerce 
commission to adopt a ruling in valua- 
tion which would add $33-4,700.000 i(. 
the capitalization of the Santa Fo rn,il- 
road alone, or over $8,600,000,000 to 
the existing caiptalization 
of all 
tho 
railroad.s of the country. 
A five per 
cent. diAndend on this inflated capit^li?:;»- 
tion would place an annual burden of 
$430,000,000 on the people of the eouTitrv 
over

ElS UNDER DEATH 
FAOTOYSINCAII 


Chicago Mother Crushed in 
Losing Third Child in 
Six Weeks. 


Chicago, Nov. 27.—Mrs. Victoria Ga- 
vanda shook with sobs as she rocked in 
her chair in her cheerless two-room home 
in the rear of 1722 Burlington street. "My 
boy, my little boy," she wailed. 


Little Stasia kept on playing on the 
floor. 
Stasia 
is blue-eyed 
and 
rosy 
cheeked. 
Neither the tragedy of death 
nor half of life in a tenement district 
has 
touched 
Stasia yet. 
Stasia is 7 
years old. 


She was pushing an old shoe about the 
floor. 
It was just an old, rusty shoe 
with a hole in the toe, but to Stasia it 
was a train of cars and it was 
flashing 
across leagues of fairyland 
which lay 
between the leg of the kitchen table and 
her mamma's rocking chair. 
The train 
came to a stop, perhaps at some shining 
city with purple towers. 


"I want a doll for Christmas, mamma," 
Baid the little girl. 


The mother caught the child in her 
arms, 


"Of course," she said, "Santa 
Claus 
will bring you a pretty doll." 


"And it must open and close its eyes." 
"Yes, yes." 
Stasia is the only child left to Mrs. 
Gavanda. 
Six weeks ago she had four. 
They were Carlo, aged 9; Stasia, Jan, 
aged 4, and Marysa, just able to crawl 
about the floor. Jan and Marysa died in 
one week from sickness. 


Carlo died Saturday night in the smoke 
of a blazing box car in the Santa Fe 
yards. 
With him. died George Sturna, 13 
years old, 1716 Burlington street, 
and 
Stephen Vanek, 13 years old, 629 West 
i Eighteenth street. 


The night watchman had locked them 
in the car without knowing they were 
there. 
They had lighted a match inside 
—possibly they had kindled a fire to keep 
warm—and the merchandise with which 
the car was loaded had caught fire. The

little fellows 
were 
asphyxiated. 
They were rushed to the People's hospital 
in Twenty-second street by a police am- 
bulance.

Regulating the Railroads. 


Tfc'-the voluminous discussion now in progress re<rardin<* railroad 


Mfcairs, transportation fucilitios, railway -wages and i-ar shortages, Mr. 
Ai P. Thorn, chief counsel i'or the railroad executive advisory commit- 
tee, has contributed an important statement in ivliich he argues for 
federal control of railroad questions rather than the present system 
of state commission rule. Mr. Thorn is no doubt speaking with author- 
ity from the railroads. He is setting up the railway side ol the case, 
and as the spokesman for the transportation interests his words 
naturally are of much importance in the present situation. 


Mr. Thorn argues that it -will he utterly impossible for the rail- 


'• roads to provide adequate transportation facilities for the country so 


long as they are hampered by varying regulations which change with 
the crossing of state boundaries. He would have all state regulative 
commissions abolished and the entire proposition turned over to tho 
federal government, with enlarged powers given the interstate com- 
merce commission to enable it to deal with contingencies as they may 
arise. 


It is easy to see that the railroads have in some instances suffered 


by the imposition of state regulations that in some cases have been 
inspired not so much from a sense of actual justice as in a spirit of 
revenge for real or fan died grievances which have arisen between the 
railroads and the state authorities. State commissions are but human. 
They may have been unduly harsh and vindictive just as the tactics 
of the rail managers have occasionally aroused indignation and re- 
sentment on the part of the public. 


Clearly the railroads would find it much easier and much less 


complex if regulatory directions were issued by one federal body 
rather than by forty-eight state commissions and these supplemented 
by those of the interstate commerce commission, but there is anpther 
side to the question. Unlike private enterprise, the public service cor- 
poration owes chief duty not to itself but to the public. It is a crea- 
ture of law—and not of federal law but of state law. 
Its operations 


are closely related not so much to the nation's affairs as to those of 
the people in the various states which it serves. No possible federal 
arrangement can determine either so quickly or so accurately the con- 
ditions and the needs of individual sections as can the state commis- 
sions. The fact remains/too, that practically every-advantage yet 
gained for the people in railroad matters has been the fruit of state 
legislation. Perhaps it may be possible to improve the calibre and 
make more broad-minded the treatment of the railroads by the state 
commissions, but we do not believe the people Avill consent to their 
obliteration in favor of the. federal control proposed by Mr. Thorn and 
his associates.

printed this explanation of the purpose 
for which it is issued: 


"The Pennsylvania railroad system is 


doing all in its.power to reduce the loss 
of life which results from trespassing 
w railroad tracks; yet on its lines alone 
there is a man, woman, or child killed 
ivhile trespassing for nearly every day 
jf the year. 


"On the railroads of the United States 


as a whole an average .of fifteen people 
pro killed each day while walking on 
the tracks, where they have no right to 
wnlk.' This has been called the most 
needless waste of life in America. About 
an equal number of people are maimed 
daily from the some cause, many of 
them permanently. 


"A large proportion of the killed and 


Injured are children. The country can- 
not afford a loss of this sort." 


The calendar starts with November, 


lo cover the remaining weeks of 19IB 
and is complete for the year 1917.
